What's up punkers and poseurs? Keeping 
myself unbelievably busy this month and hopefully this 
article wont read as rushed as it was written. I findmvself 
once again being irked by some of my fellowpunk& What 
set me off recently was reading the August edition of 
Maximumrockn'roll where Felix Havoc disparages some of 
tiie punk labels ofthe 80's Ike Dischord and .Alternative 
Tentacles for selling out the kids by not releasing hardcore 
records anymore. His basic point was that these labels now 
suck because they nourished the scene in it's infancy and 
then abandoned it for more "artv 4 ' bands. Where I will 
agree whole hear tedlv that there have been some bad 
records released by some ofthese labels, I think it's shitty 
to ait icize people forjgrowing out of hardcore. This article 
is not about bashing Felix (I don't know hin nor have I 
ever met him), it's about bashing the mentality that we 
must pigeon nole our place in the scene. 

Talking about these labels I think you haveto look at the 
reasonior which these labels started: necessity. Hardcore 
wasn't even acknowledged as music in the early' 80's. No 
one was signing hardcore bands because there was nothing 
marketable about the sound. People like Jelto Biafra and 
Ian Mackaye started releasing records because thev knew 
that it was integral to the survival ofthe scene. As'time 
progressed the popularity of hardcore increased aid there 
were labels all over the world that were releasing hadcore 
records. Dischord. AT SST etc. had laid the foundation for 
the subcultureyou ana I know and love todav. But make 
no mistake about it, none of these labels ever pledged any 
sort of allegiance to hardcore. They were merely doing 
what they had to at the time in order to keep their scene 
alive. 

And with time,yourtastes change (unless your a "lifer" 
like Felix). As time passes andtnese labels continue to 
release non hardcore records, their back catalogs continue 
to inspire thousands of kids ev ay year to become involved 
in punk. So even iftheir tastes in music have changed they 
still understand the gravity of these records and what they 
mean to hardcore Considering what avid supporters of 
independent music Biafra anaMackaye are! would 
certainlv not refer to it as cashing in on the kids. In fact, 
when Fugazi went on tour a year or so back. The Snobs 
were their opening band when they plaved in Texas. For a 
true definition of cashing in please visit the Taang records 
website. 

As for what these labels have put out in the last 
10- 12 years, who am Ito say what they mould and 
shouldn't put out . I mean, whether voir running a label or 
painting houses or disecting lab animals, you should do it 
because it's what makes you happy. Chris Dodge did his 
column in Short Fast + Loud a while back about his 
decision to stop doing Slap a Ham records. There were 
many reasons ne listed about what led to the labels demise 
but the one that caught my eye the most was that he was no 
longer having fun . He felt that if he continued to put out 
records he would be doing to make other people nappy 
instead ofhimself and that in his ev es would oe selling out. 
Is it possible that these labels could have had this 
revelat ion t hem sd ve s? 

Which leads me to my next question: Do any ofthe bigger 
hardcore labels out there today (625, Sound PO llut km. 
Prank) owe anything to the hardcore kids of the future? If 
Ken Pollution decided that he is only going to release 
Dudoos records thorn now cm, ishe selling out the kids? It's 
a load of aapto say any of these labels owe anything to 
anyone excart the bands they release music for* The great 
thing about hardcore nowaday s is that if Max Ward 
dropped dead tomorrow (I lice Max and I wish hin no 
hatm) there are 10,000 other labels out there that can 
release anv one of the 200 records he will put out in 2004. 
lYn not saying this to undervalue what these labels or 
people cohtritwteto the scene, I say it to point out the over 
importance we place on individuals to perpetuate the 
scene. I don't give a shit who released DOA "Hardcore 81" 
or the Faith Void split . All I care about is that these records 
(or records of this caliber) continue to be released by 
someone. 

It's important to under stand that for most of us. 
punk rock is a phase. Yeah, veah. yeah . . it's so unpunk to 
sav that punk is a phase but even Felix can admit he's seen 
the seen hundreds of people fall in and out of the scene. 
What's important is what you do while your here. If in the 
2 years you may be involved in the punk scene you put out 
a zine, bock diows, do a distro etc., you have made an 
impact the scene that far out weighs going to shows for 10 
years and never being anythmg more than a body. 
Bottomline I guess is that the punks need to gptoff of then- 
high horse ana quit the attitude of being the punk rock 
Moses who Dog entrusted to tell every else how to live 
their life. As for Felix, let it go, man . You are doing 
evoythingyou can to put out what you think is great 
music. I don’t think that AT or Dischord are trykigto do 
anvthing differ ait. 

Ok, now I feel betta. DEATIIBEFORE DISCO' 
is going to be diooting an interview next week with 
Structure of Lies from Arizona and taping their show at the 
Marque in Worcester. This should be a lot of fun we'll be 
doing the interview at mv wife's grandmothers 75th 
birthday party . Unfortunately my wife shot down the idea I 
had to have SOL set up in oir backyard and dedicatetheir 
set to ha grandmother. In any event, ifyou're interested in 
having punk rockt.v. in your town please get in touch with 
me. Mv hopes are to let this show be as open to the punk 
community as possible. How so, you ask? Well, if you are 
able to bring a video camera to a show and tape your 


favorite bands set, I want to air your footage. If you send 
something I can air I will said you a finidied copy of the 
show. 

A few' things that need to address first off: 

1 . This is non profit so I wont be selling the 
tapes I get cm ebay. I do buy shows off of the internet but 
only rare ones. Please dont email me asking if I want to 
buy' a tape off of you. 

2. Releases from bands. As lame as it sounds 
we do live in an age of sue being more than just a girls first 
name. Writingon the back of a flyer "I agreeto havethe 
footage of my band ared on public acces tv" and having 
one person from the band sign it is considered a release. 

3. Quality. Tm not interested in footage that 
looks Ike the camera man was both blind and epileptic 
This isalso means that sound should be decent .
